Youngsters in

DUDLEY has the joint highest rate of school pupil exclu¬ 
sions in the country, shocking new figures have revealed. 

Nowhere else in the country has an exclusion rate higher than Dud¬ 
ley’s. Eighty children were permanently excluded from schools in the 
Dudley borough during the 12-month period, equivalent to 0.18 per 
cent of the school population. 

This could only be matched by Tameside in Manchester. The figure is eight times that 
of Wolverhampton, where only 10 children were permanently excluded during the same 
period, which is just 0.02 per cent of the school population. 

The figures come just weeks after a damning inspection report at a Dudley primary 
school where the total of excluded pupils is 10 times the national average. 

Across the region pupils were barred 
for assaulting adults and fellow students, 
threatening behaviour and for use of drugs 
and alcohol, but the most common reason 
was for persistent disruptive behaviour. 

After Dudley, Walsall saw the next high¬ 
est amount of exclusions in Black Country 
at 60 - 0.12 per cent of the school popula¬ 
tion. 

There were 40 exclusions in Sandwell, 
which was equivalent to 0.08 per cent. 


Merry Hill 
centre value 
up by £11m 


AN £80,000 skate park and play area 
for older children has been opened 
on playing fields in Hagley. 

Youngsters in the village were 
asked for their views on what play 
equipment they wanted to see in¬ 
stalled as part of the project at Hag- 
ley Playing Fields. 

Hagley Parish Council launched 
the scheme, supported by officers 
from Bromsgrove District Council. 

The play area has been funded by 
the recent Kendrick Homes’ Sweet- 
pool Gardens housing development 
in the village via a Section 106 agree¬ 
ment, that’s a statutory contribution 
by a developer. 

Chairman of the parish council 
Steve Colella said: “We were ap¬ 
proached by a group of teenagers 
looking for things to do and ways of 
constructively occupying their spare 
time in Hagley. Praise and thanks 
also goes to the children who helped 
us to design the equipment and took 
part in the survey.” 

Fellow parish councillor Rachel 
Jenkins said: “It was most satisfying 
and enjoyable taking part in the pub¬ 
lic consultation with primary school 
children and seeing first hand their 
enthusiasm.” 


THE value of Merry Hill Shopping 
Centre has shot up by almost £11 
million, its owners have confirmed. 

Intu Properties, which owns half 
the complex, says the nine per cent 
rise is due to more valuable rents. 

The Brierley Hill shopping com¬ 
plex rose in value from £434.8m at 
the and of December to £445.6m at 
the end of June. 

Intu has plans to spend £65m on 
enhancing the centre, which is also 
owned by QIC. It spent £403.8m on 
buying 50 per cent of the centre, 
which has 214 shops and generates 
£22.6m annual income. 

Chief executive David Fischel said 
retailers were responding positively 
to taking space in centres where 
change and investment are under 
way. He added: “We attract over 400 
million customer visits a year and 
aim to provide them with a great ex¬ 
perience which encourages them to 
come more often, stay for longer and 
spend more with our retailers.” 

The company owns and operates 
many of the UK’s biggest and most 
popular retail destinations. 

Meanwhile, Australian station¬ 
ary firm Smiggle has opened at new 
store Merry Hill, creating 10 jobs. 


Attacks 

In total, 750 pupils were permanently ex¬ 
cluded from West Midlands schools. 

In Dudley, five pupils physically as¬ 
saulted adults while there were 17 attacks 
on pupils. Some 32 pupils were excluded for 
persistent disruption. 

Woodside Primary School, in High- 
gate Road, Dudley, plunged into special 
measures in June after Ofsted inspectors 
witnessed pupils using physical violence 
against classmates - including children 
being kicked in the head and stomach. 

Ian Cooper, cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren’s services at Dudley Council, said: 
“We continue to work hard in partnership 
with all schools to further reduce school 
days lost to exclusion, both fixed term and 
permanent. Year on year there has been a 
decline in fixed term exclusions. 

“We are committed to ensuring that all 
children and young people in Dudley get 
the best possible access to education. 

“Whilst exclusions are sometimes nec¬ 
essary, both for the wellbeing of the stu¬ 
dent concerned and other students in the 
school, schools work hard at finding ways 
of supporting all young people to access 
learning.” 

The council said temporary exclusions at 
its schools were below the regional average.

Founded in 1887, Pedmore 
Cricket Club competes in the top 
division of the Worcestershire 
County League, a feeder league to 
the Birmingham & District Premier 
Cricket League in the ECB pyramid 
structure.

£2m cannabis haul 
seized during July 

THOUSANDS of cannabis plants worth al¬ 
most £2 million were seized by West Mid¬ 
lands Police during July. 

The Cannabis Disposal Team said 3,637 
plants were seized and destroyed last 
month. The figures include 647 cannabis 
plants found when police swooped on 
Shenstone Industrial Estate in Halesowen 
on Friday morning. 

One man was arrested and taken to 
Brierley Hill police station for questioning. 
It also follows the discovery of more than 
1,300 cannabis plants in Willenhall last 
Wednesday.

HUNDREDS of workers are to be 
moved from the Black Country to a 
multi-million pound new headquarters 
to be built next to Birmingham Airport.

caught with £l00k of heroin 


A DRUG dealer has been jailed for nine 
years after police caught him in a car 
with £100,000 worth of heroin. 

Elton Hoxha, 25, was found guilty 
of possession with intent to supply the 
Class A drug and money laundering fol¬ 
lowing a trial at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. 

Hoxha, of Wychbury Road, Stour¬ 
bridge, was part of a drug dealing ring, 
the jury had heard. 

On January 13, father-of-three Hoxha 
was a front seat passenger in the Vaux- 
hall Corsa driven by Arber Zyba when 
it was pulled over by police. Faition 


Duduci was in the back seat with 1kg 
of heroin in two packages next to him. 
Police officers stopped the car on Park 
Road, Lye, and arrested the trio. 

Judge Martin Walsh said said it was 
clear from mobile phone evidence that 
the network Hoxha was involved with 
was ‘sophisticated’ and he intended dis¬ 
tribution of the heroin. 

Hoxha had denied both charges. 

Miss Samantha Powis, defending, 
said: “Mr Hoxha was not sitting with 
the drugs and didn’t touch the drugs.” 

She added that there was no drug par¬ 
aphernalia in his house. 


When he was arrested, officers found 
£14,000 in cash at Hoxha’s home. 

Judge Walsh said: “Class A drugs de¬ 
stroy individuals’ lives and blight com¬ 
munities. All those who cynically involve 
themselves must expect significant sen¬ 
tences.” 

Duduci, 22, of Vicarage Road, Lye, 
pleaded guilty to possession with intent 
to supply and money laundering. He 
will be sentenced later this year. Zyba, 
28, of Holly Lane, Erdington, was found 
not guilty of possession with intent to 
supply. 


More than £2m unpaid 
rent owed to council 

COUNCIL house tenants in Dud¬ 
ley owe more than than £2 mil¬ 
lion in unpaid rent. 

Thousands of accounts are in ar¬ 
rears, Dudley Council says, and the to¬ 
tal amount owed stands at £2,106,492. 

At the end of June at total of 9,767 ac¬ 
counts were in arrears but the council 
said these included tenants that paid on a 
monthly basis by direct debit or standing 
order. 

The amount owed is up on last year’s 
figure. This time last year the bill was 
£1,405,690 with 5,435 accounts in arrears. 

Bosses said although these accounts are 
technically in arrears they would not be 
taking any action unless they missed a pay¬ 
ment. Reminder letters and text messages 
are sent to those owing rent. Phone calls 
and visits are also made by the housing 
team before legal action is taken. 

The council says it will always work to 
reclaim debt but advice and help was avail¬ 
able for those families struggling to pay 
their bills. 

Council leader Pete Lowe said: “Where 
we do not receive payment, we will go to 
court to seek possession. This can result 
in eviction if no payment arrangement is 
made. 

“We recognise that our tenants may be 
experiencing financial difficulty and will 
always try to support them to make pay¬ 
ments, sustain their tenancy and clear ar¬ 
rears.” 

Fraud 

Sixty council tenants were evicted be¬ 
tween April 1, 2014 and December 31, 2014 
after falling behind on payments. 

In 2014/15, the council launched more 
than 460 investigations in 12 months and 
uncovered 164 cases of housing fraud. The 
authority also seized 60 properties after 
discovering tenants breaking the rules. 

People were caught giving the wrong in¬ 
formation on housing applications, unlaw¬ 
fully sub-letting their homes and not using 
their rented property as their main home. 

In June, it emerged the council is owed 
£2.5 million in unpaid council tax from last 
year. Thousands of council tax accounts 
were not paid in full by the end of the 
2014/15 financial year. But bosses say the 
authority has an excellent track record for 
clawing back money owed.

A VIDEO showing three migrants 
slash their way out of a lorry and 
vanish into the Black Country to 
make a new life has emerged. 

Border security officials are 
struggling to keep the crisis at Cal¬ 
ais under control with hundreds of 
migrants attempting to force their 
way across the Channel - and these 
images show three have made it all 
the way to Stourbridge. 

The footage filmed on the A458 
at Stourbridge on Tuesday of last 
week shows three people emerge 


from inside a parked lorry after 
cutting through the side of it. 

After going undetected for more 
than 200 miles across England, 
they made their escape in Stour¬ 
bridge as one after another they 
leaped from the lorry and ran off 
into the town. 

Stourbridge councillor Moham¬ 
med Hanif was stunned on learn¬ 
ing of the trio’s arrival. He said: “It 
is shocking news, we cannot allow 
that. It is a huge thing going on in

Worker gets 
payout over 
serious leg 
injury agony 

A WORKER who suffered a severe leg 
injury has won a payout from his former 
employer after they admitted breaching 
health and safety guidelines. 

Labourer Glenn Lowe slipped on loose 
block paving when carrying a heavy 
kitchen unit, which fell onto his leg and 
left him badly injured. 

Weeks later his symptoms worsened 
and he suffered from various infections. 
He was left in constant pain and has 
since been diagnosed with a chronic pain 
condition. 

In June last year, more than a year 
after he received the injury in May 2013, 
he was dismissed from his job. 

The 47-year-old then instructed spe¬ 
cialist serious injury lawyers to inves¬ 
tigate his case to see if his employers, 
Grelson Limited, based in Stourbridge, 
had breached health and safety guide¬ 
lines. 

Solicitors firm Irwin Mitchell have 
now secured him an undisclosed settle¬ 
ment from his former employer to help 
towards his ongoing rehabilitation. 

Father-of-one Mr Lowe is now hoping 
to move to a bungalow due to his diffi¬ 
culties with mobility as a result of the 
accident. 

He said: “This will be a huge help to 
my family and now with the ongoing 
medical care and access to rehabilita¬ 
tion services I can focus all my time and 
energy on my recovery. I have relied on 
my wife Penny and my daughter heavily 
since the accident and they have been 
absolutely fantastic. 

Grelson Limited declined to comment.

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More than 
450 thefts 
reported at 
care homes 

MORE than 450 thefts were report¬ 
ed at care and nursing homes in the 
West Midlands during the last three 
years, new figures reveal. 

Jewellery, cash and medication 
were among items stolen from resi¬ 
dents, with the value of lost property 
totalling tens of thousands of pounds. 

Despite the hundreds of incidents 
reported, investigations resulted in 
only 33 people being charged. Two 
were care home workers. 

In total, 465 thefts were reported 
at care homes and nursing homes be¬ 
tween January 2012 and June 2015. 

Thieves’ most popular item of 
choice were mobile phones but lap¬ 
tops, a credit card, a passport and a 
sat nav were also taken. The most 
expensive item stolen was a piece of 
jewellery worth £4,000. 

But figures released by West Mid¬ 
lands Police showed that thefts from 
care and nursing homes had fallen. 

Surprising 

Dudley’s Councillor Steve Waltho 
said the figures were surprising but 
added: “There are hundreds of care 
homes and hospitals across the Mid¬ 
lands and we don’t know how these 
figures compare with the rest of the 
country. My mother is in a care home 
and I know how vigilant they try to 
be. It’s also important to remember 
carers themselves are also victims.” 

Councillor Waltho said CCTV at 
care homes could help prevent thefts 
but it was also important residents 
were given privacy. 

Help for carers 
is some of best 

PEOPLE who look after relatives or 
friends in Dudley are the most sat¬ 
isfied in the West Midlands with the 
support they receive, according to 
figures. 

Data from the Government’s 
Health and Social Care Information 
Centre shows 48.8 per cent are either 
extremely or very satisfied with social 
care services - a figure above the na¬ 
tional average of 41.5 per cent. 

This places Dudley in the top 25 
English councils in terms of carer sat¬ 
isfaction. 

Adult social care boss Councillor 
Dave Branwood said: “We are very 
pleased to see that the support we 
offer to carers is valued and making 
a difference. However there is always 
more we can do.”

Ring and Ride bus use is declining 



Fewer use the Ring and Ride service 


THE number of journeys made by the 
door-to-door Ring and Ride service 
has dropped by more than a quarter 
of a million. 

Figures show the service for elderly 
and disabled people took 1,010,908 
trips in 2014-15, compared with 
1,286,418 the year before. 

The service has been charging for 
trips since 2011 but bosses at trans¬ 
port authority Centro said declining 
use started before charges were intro¬ 
duced. 

But a campaigner said she believed 
the £2 per journey charge at evenings 


and weekends had played a key part. 
Pat O’Dowd of the Wolverhampton 
branch of the National Pensioners 
Convention said: “The charge for 
evenings and weekends is almost as 
much as the standard fare to go by 
bus, which pensioners get free with 
their passes. 

“We have also been saying for a 
while that it is very difficult to get 
through to the call centre and book 
a time. It’s not often possible to get 
the time you want. Ring and Ride is 
meant to be a door-to-door service and 
a lot of people need it to visit friends.” 


The service is aimed at people who 
cannot easily use conventional public 
transport. 

Centro spokesman Mark Langford 
said: “Ring and Ride is an extremely 
popular door-to-door transport ser¬ 
vice for people who find it difficult or 
impossible to use conventional public 
transport, and while there is a long¬ 
term downward trend in its use this 
started before the introduction of the 
charge in 2011. In recent years con¬ 
ventional public transport has become 
much more accessible than before 
thanks to innovations.”

The 
work will begin tomorrow (Friday) 
and is expected to last for four days. 


Waste plant in push 
to double its capacity 


A WASTE plant near Stourbridge 
could double its capacity under 
fresh plans submitted by Severn 
Trent Water. 

The site at Roundhill Sewage Treat¬ 
ment Works would process up to 48,500 
tons of biodegradable organic waste each 
year and generate enough electricity to 
power around 1,250 households. 

By converting the waste rather than allow¬ 
ing it to be put into landfill, the new facility 
in Gibbet Lane would offset the same amount 
of carbon produced by more than 71,000 cars 
each year. 

It would involve a process called anaerobic 
digestion and the facility will run alongside the 
existing works, which have been in operation 
since the 1930s. 

A spokesman for the company said: “Severn 
Trent has identified an opportunity to lessen 
the carbon footprint of the current operations 
at Roundhill and reduce the risk around in¬ 
creasing electricity supply, whilst also capitalis¬ 
ing on the availability of excess brownfield land 
on their substantial land holding. 

Renewable 

“Anaerobic digestion offers a local, environ¬ 
mentally sound option for waste management 
which assists the country in diverting waste 
from landfill, reducing greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions, producing renewable energy which can 
be used to power homes and vehicles and also 
producing a fertiliser that returns valuable nu¬ 
trients to the land.” 

If approved, the scheme would involve the 
building of a reception block, five storage tanks 
and a gas engine. 

Commercial and industrial waste from 
sources including schools, supermarkets, ho¬ 
tels, restaurants and food manufacturers 
within 40 miles would be fed into the plant. 

It is then biologically treated without using 
oxygen but naturally occurring micro-organ¬ 
isms to produce ‘biogas’. 

The majority of this is then upgraded to bio 
methane and fed into the National Grid, with 
some of the biogas utilised on-site to power a 
gas engine. 

As part of the process a nutrient rich bio-fer¬ 
tiliser is also produced that can be used as both 
a fertiliser and a soil improver.

THE granddaughter of a 
war veteran who fought off 
a burglar with his walking 
stick has spoken of her pride 
in her 88-year-old tough guy. 

Tom Bull sent the raider 
packing after he forced his 
way into his Kingswinford 
bungalow. His granddaugh¬ 
ter Deborah Smith said he 
wouldn’t hesitate to do it 
again. 

The great-great grandfa¬ 
ther came across the burglar 
in his hallway after he was 
woken by a noise. The pair 
struggled and Mr Bull suf¬ 
fered cuts to his arms but 
reached for his walking stick 
and hit the intruder over the 
head with it. The raider fled 
empty-handed.

We need to 
prevent this happening to 
another person, perhaps a 
small old lady.”

Prints on wine bottle led to arrest 


A BURGLAR’S weakness for wine 
has landed him back behind bars. 

Shaun Mitton stuck twice in an 
Amblecote street, burgling buildings 
on either side of the road. 

The 33-year-old first targeted an 
address left empty while the occu¬ 
pant was away, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. He escaped with 
four passports and £200 worth of 
clothing from the property in High 


Street on September 11, said Mr 
Kevin Jones, prosecuting. 

Then Mitton slipped through a 
conservatory window left open for 
the family cat at a bungalow opposite 
as the family slept. 

He searched everywhere except 
the bedrooms and took £60 cash, a 
computer, ID card and household or¬ 
naments, at least one of which was of 
high sentimental value. 


Police in Stourbridge found one 
of the stolen passports weeks later 
and traced it back to the address. 
The scene was the same because 
the owner was still away and finger¬ 
prints on a half drunk bottle of wine 
matched those of Mitton, who was 
found and arrested. 

A cigarette butt on a window ledge 
at the other burgled property has his 
DNA on it. 


Mr Jasvir Mann, defending, said: 
“He was in the grip of drug addiction 
and, at the time, was homeless after 
being evicted from his flat for rent 
arrears. That is why he consumed 
food and drink on the premises.” 

Mitton, of Halesowen Road, Dud¬ 
ley, who had previous convictions for 
80 offences, admitted the burglaries 
and was jailed for two years by Judge 
Stephen Eyre QC. 


Park looks tea-rrific 
as cafe opens doors

THE £3.1 million revamp of 
Stourbridge’s Mary Stevens 
Park is pressing ahead with 
the iconic gates restored 
and a new cafe opening. 

The coffee shop, which replac¬ 
es a former print room building, 
adds another feature to encour¬ 
age families to visit the park. 

The Grade Il-listed gates were 
first put up in 1931 after the park 
was dedicated to the people of Stour¬ 
bridge by Ernest Stevens in memory 
of his wife, Mary, who died in 1925. 
They were originally modelled on 
the gates to Buckingham Palace. 
The renovation work invovled the 
first time they had been removed 
from the park. 

At the opening of the new cafe, 
Deputy Mayor of Dudley Councillor 
Mohammed Hanif said: “The gates 
look stunning and the cafe is fantas¬ 
tic. The park needs these things to 
move forward. 

Stourbridge MP Margot James 
paid tribute to the ‘indefatigable 
work’ of Councillor Heather Rogers, 
chairman of the Friends of Mary 
Stevens Park group and to the gen¬ 
erosity of original benefactor Mr 
Stevens. 

Bandstand 

Mrs James said: “One of the 
things that first struck me about 
my constituency when I moved here 
was the number of green spaces. It’s 
unusual to have so many parks in an 
urban area, and all of that is down 
to one man - Ernest Stevens. To my 
mind he is one of the greatest phi¬ 
lanthropists of our century.” 

Other work taking place includes 
repairs to the bandstand, the res¬ 
toration of the war memorial and 
improvements at Heath Pool. 

The project has received cash 
from the Heritage Lottery Fund and 
the Big Lottery Fund. 

Adam Creedy Smith, great-grand¬ 
son of Ernest Stevens, unveiled 
photos of his great-grandfather and 
great-grandmother which will hang 
in the coffee shop.

Homes plan 
for derelict 
Legion HQ 
in village 

A FORMER Royal British Legion 
building in Kinver, which has become 
a target for vandals since closing, 
could be demolished to make way for 
new homes in the village. 

The Kinver branch of the Legion 
was based in High Street until 2007. 
The building has become an eyesore 
having fallen into disrepair and being 
subject to vandalism. 

Now a developer has come forward 
with a plan to build six homes on the 
site. 

Councillors have welcomed the 
development and say they hope the 
plans will tidy the site. 

Kinver councillor and Royal Brit¬ 
ish Legion committee member Henry 
Williams is hopeful the development 
will come to fruition after previous 
proposals to convert the building into 
offices and a play centre failed to go 
ahead. 

Kinver Parish Council has given 
the latest plans their approval and the 
scheme will come before South Staf¬ 
fordshire Council on August 18. 

Councillor Williams said: “This is 
about the sixth planning application 
that has gone through and the sooner 
anything gets done with it the better.” 

The Kinver branch of the Royal 
British Legion was forced to aban¬ 
don its home when it was no longer 
deemed to be viable and ow meet at 
the Kinver Constitutional Club. 

Brian Edwards, who represents 
Kinver on South Staffordshire Coun¬ 
cil, agreed that it was time for some¬ 
thing to be done with the site. 

£1.3111 towpaths 
upgrade go-ahead 

A £1.3 milli on scheme that includes 
revamping canal towpaths to en¬ 
courage walking and cycling between 
Kingswinford and Stourbridge has 
been approved. 

It is being carried out as part of the 
Managing Short Trips project being 
led by Centro in partnership with the 
Canal and River Trust and Dudley 
Council. There will be work to im¬ 
prove a section of national cycle net¬ 
work in Pensnett and a route between 
the Bonded Warehouse in Stourbridge 
to Kingswinford. 

Environment boss Councillor Hi¬ 
lary Bills said: “A route linking the 
National Cycle Network Route 54 at 
Brierley Hill Centre to Pensnett Trad¬ 
ing Estate, and a route linking Stour¬ 
bridge to Kingswinford are included 
in the project.”

As well 
as creating new jobs we look forward to doing our 
bit for tourism in the area with this fantastic new 
facility.” 

The Portal, on Todd’s End off the Birmingham 
New Road, will tell visitors about the Black Coun¬ 
try’s industrial past with exhibits inside a two-sto- 
rey building. The top floor will provide a direct 
access from the boat trips car park. 

Officials are planning an interactive exhibition in 
the Biffa Award gallery and people will be able to 
dine in the new restaurant. 

Visitors will also be able to enjoy a drink on the 
balcony overlooking the canal, take part in work¬ 
shops in the learning space or hold functions at the 
centre. 

It is hoped the new education centre will draw 
tourists from across the country, adding to the bor¬ 
ough’s attractions which already include the Black 
Country Living Museum and Dudley Zoo nearby. 

Buzz 

Mr Morris said: “The Portal is creating a huge 
buzz right now. Staff, volunteers and visitors are 
all excited about what’s coming and you can see 
why. It’s a huge step forward for us in what we can 
offer our visitors and the local community.” 

Plans for The Portal were first announced 
by Dudley Canal Trust around three years ago. 
Speaking at the time Mr Morris said: “Our under¬ 
ground experience is a unique attraction, and we 
are looking forward to having a building for our 
visitors that does it justice.” 

It has been supported by grants from organisa¬ 
tions including Heritage Lottery Fund, European 
Regional Development Fund, Black Country Local 
Area Partnership and Biffa Award. 

While around £30,000 was received in public do¬ 
nations to help fund the ambitious project 

Boat trips into the limestone mines are continu¬ 
ing as normal whilst the construction work is going 
on. 

In June a new swing bridge was installed to link 
the attraction with the Black Country Living Mu¬ 
seum on the other side of the canal. It will also im¬

Both the centre and the bridge are due to open 
in the autumn. 

The work coincides with the £10million revamp 
of Castle Hill helping to link the tunnels, Dudley 
Zoo and Castle and the Black Country Living Mu¬ 
seum. 

Mrs Fellows added: “The bridge means that 
people who have pushchairs with them or are in 


a wheelchair, or perhaps because they are elderly, 
can get from one site to another which is great for 
everyone. 

“It means visitors can get from the Black Coun¬ 
try Living museum to us and from us to the Black 
Country Living Museum and board boats on both 
sides and explore both sides.” 

Around 80,000 people visit the famous network 
of limestone canal tunnels under Dudley annually 
to discover more about the mines and the world-re¬ 
nowned fossils. 

The tunnel and limestone mines form part of a 
Scheduled Ancient Monument. At the height of the 
Industrial Revolution, up to 20,000 tons of lime¬ 
stone were removed by boats each year for use as 
flux in local blast furnaces.

Pubs losing 
out as big 
companies 
set up shop 

WHEN John Pickup saved his local pub 
near Bridgnorth, he had a simple rationale 
for his efforts: “If we didn’t do something, 
we would have ceased to be a village, we 
would have become just a collection of 
houses.” 

Our community pubs are the fabric of 
British society, the glue that binds our 
towns and villages together. 

And according to the Campaign for 
Real Ale, pubs in the West Midlands are 
still closing at the rate of around six a 
week. 

Now I’m not one of those diehards who 
believe it is a tragedy whenever a pub 
shuts its doors. 

Let’s be honest, while we may have 
lost many excellent pubs over the past 10 
year or so, we have also lost some pretty 
dreadful ones. 

You know the sort I mean, the nonde¬ 
script boozers, often staffed by a succes¬ 
sion of short-term managers, the sort that 
specialise in stale cobs, bland lager, and 
an occasional knuckle sandwich just after 
last orders. Should we really mourn their 
passing? 

But the sad thing is that, as the econo¬ 
my picks up, it is not just the failing pubs 
which are under threat, but the thriving, 
popular ones too. 

The Seven Stars in Sedgley and the 
Hasbury Inn in Halesowen are both pop¬ 
ular, well-frequented pubs in pleasant, 
close-knit communities. 

They are not at risk of closure because 
they struggle to pull in the punters, but 
simply because the sites they occupy are 
more valuable to the supermarket giants. 

The battle over the Seven Stars seems 
to have been rumbling on for years. The 
local authority refused planning permis¬ 
sion, so the Morrison’s simply got the 
decision overturned by Whitehall, just 
10 years after being told to relinquish its 
supermarket in the village centre by the 
Monopolies Commission. 

So much for localism and devolution. 

And there will then be tough times 
indeed for the long-established inde¬ 
pendent convenience stores in the two 
neighbouring roads. Look, I’m all for free 
enterprise, but something isn’t working 
when thriving small businesses are just 
brushed aside like this.

Dudley Zoological Gardens are 
practically a family business for 
the attraction’s new director, 

CLARE BUTLER reports 


HE has taken over the running of 
one of the Black Country’s most 
popular attractions at a crucial 
point in its history. 

And Dudley Zoo’s new director Derek 
Grove says he wants to keep up the rapid 
pace of change at the site, which has seen 
visitor numbers rocket in recent years. 

The zoo is undergoing a huge transforma¬ 
tion with new buildings, a joint entrance with 
the neighbouring Black Country Living Mu¬ 
seum and a new visitor centre. 

Mr Grove took over from former chief exec¬ 
utive Peter Suddock, who stepped down from 
the role ‘by mutual agreement’ in April, fol¬ 
lowing suspension amid an investigation into 
his conduct. 

Mr Grove, aged 52, said: “Over the coming 
years it is important that the zoo continues to 
change at a similar pace like it has done.” 

Conservation 

He wants to bring in more exhibitions and 
expand the range of animals - while also focus¬ 
ing on conservation. 

Mr Grove originally started at the zoo in 
1980 as a keeper, working his way through the 
ranks to head curator in his last role. 

He said: “I always wanted to improve the 
zoo and the level of animal care. 

“Animal care is always at the forefront of 
our decisions and we are working towards im¬ 
proving what we can do for them.” 

“It’s about making it a more interesting 
visitor experience and bringing in more exhi¬ 
bitions too.” 

After a steep decline in visitor numbers dur¬ 
ing the 1980s and ‘90s, numbers have steadily 
been on the up growing at five per cent per 
year over the last ten years. 

Mr Grove intends his past experience and 
passion for the animals will also allow him to 


create a powerful force for wildlife conserva¬ 
tion. 

He said: “Pushing into more conservation is 
all within our zoo ethos, we want to develop 
every possible aspect. One of my favourite 
times spent here over the years has been work¬ 
ing alongside the elephants - which I did for 
18 years. 

“I went over to France with them in 2003 
to a elephant safari park and that was one of 
the last times I then worked with the animals 
before becoming curator. 

“I stayed with them for a few weeks to help 
them acclimatise and to introduce them to 
their new carers. 

“Being in a senior position has allowed me 
to be able to bring about change and most im¬ 
portantly change for the animals.” 

But his new position as director will also 
continue to add to the Grove family links at 


the zoo - his wife, two children and father 
have also worked there over the past 35 years, 
making it a real family affair. 

Mr Grove said: “I started as a trainee keeper 
in 1980. Before that I was a heating engineer. 
I actually came here to do a heating job in the 
hippo house and I stood and watched some 
keepers breaking ice on the moat. 

“I thought ‘I would like to do that’ but it 
probably was a bit of a shock when on an ice 
cold morning you find yourself really doing it - 
maybe it wasn’t as fun as it looked then. 

“I’ve always loved my job and the animals 
and I have been lucky to be able to play a vital 
part in their wellbeing over the years.” 

Growing up with their father at the zoo, Mr 
Grove’s two children, Cerys and Sam, were 
more than likely to follow in his footsteps. 

Cerys, now 25, started working in a seasonal 
job at the zoo in 2006 after leaving school. 


Not before long she was signed up as a stu¬ 
dent zoo keeper but has since left to pursue 
other ventures including owning her own pub 
in Swindon. 

However, Sam, aged 22, has continued to 
work at the zoo, recently being promoted to 
senior keeper. He said he could even see his 
own children working at the zoo in the future. 

He said: “When I was at school everyone 
loved the fact dad worked at the zoo. It was 
something different. 

“I started working here in 2009. I left col¬ 
lege as I felt it wasn’t really for me as they 
encourage you to go down a normal route of 
getting a trade. 

“I work with the primates, apes and reptiles, 
but I’ve got to say my favourite animal would 
be the baby orangutan Sprout.” 

Stepmother Lynne also works at the zoo but 
in a less animal-orientated role. 

Mrs Grove, 57, was promoted to office man¬ 
ager this year, after previously working as PA 
to the chief executive at the zoo since 2000. 

Santa 

She insisted that despite loving the animals 
she would not be inclined to follow family foot¬ 
steps and work with them. 

Lastly, David Grove, Derek’s father, com¬ 
pletes the Dudley Zoo famous five. 

Mr Grove, 79, only started work at the zoo 
after finishing his previous job at 61. 

He said: “My wife said I didn’t need a job 
but I was looking for something to do again 
and the role as train driver for one day a week 
came up at the zoo. 

“After working on the train, I was ap¬ 
proached to work as Santa too, so I had some 
varied roles. I was a bit of handyman. I would 
come in a couple of days a week and eventually 
knocked it down to a couple of times a month, 
before finishing fully a couple of years ago.” 

The Groves, who are from Stourbridge, say 
that as well as working together they still re¬ 
main a close knit family, meeting up on week¬ 
ends. 

Dudley Zoological Gardens, on Castle Hill, 
opened in 1937 and covers an area of approx¬ 
imately 40 acres, and is home to more than 
1,300 animals. It is open from 10am with last 
admission at 4pm and features a range of ac¬ 
tivities through the summer season.

Network helping people in 
Kates Hill is facing closure 


A STRUGGLING community centre 
is to close after more than 25 years 
with 30 staff set to lose their jobs. 

Bosses at the St Thomas’s Com¬ 
munity Network in Kates Hill — 
which includes a nursery and youth 
club — say a lack of funding has 
forced their reluctant decision. 

A campaign group has been set up 
on Facebook in a last-ditch effort to 
try to save the much-loved centre in 
Beechwood Road. It is due to close 
on September 30. 

Mayor of Dudley, Councillor Steve 
Waltho, who is chairman of the 
board of trustees at the network, 
said: “The centre is a standalone 
charity and although we have re¬ 
ceived a grant from the council in 
the past that finished in 2010, it was 
cut. From then really we have been 
struggling. We have been fighting 
and scrambling around for the last 


two years but it has now become un- 
viable. 

“The centre benefits hundreds 
of people and that is just the adult 
learning courses that we do. All that 
will stop. 

“Dudley Council is being very 
supportive and we are working with 
them to see what services and jobs 
can be salvaged.” 

The network was set up 26 years 
ago. It provides training in English, 
ICT and computer art and employs 
a total of 30 full and part-time staff. 

A second-hand furniture store also 
operates from the site. Its halls, two 
of which were refurbished last year, 
can also be hired. 

Louis Treasure, who set up the 
Facebook group campaigning to 
save it, said: “It is such a shame it 
has come to this. It would be such a 
loss if it were to go under.”

Council land bid is 
part of homes plan 

THE site of an old hospital in Wordsley will be redevel¬ 
oped with more than 100 homes. 

Empty Ridge Hill Hospital, where several buildings 
have already been demolished, is set to be turned into a 
housing development some eight years after homes were 
first suggested. 

Councillors in Wordsley have welcomed the proposal 
but say they have concerns about an increase in traffic. 

Plans for homes to be built at the hospital site were 
first made back in 2007 but did not come to fruition. Now 
NHS Property Services is seeking to buy council land by 
the access road leading from Brierley Hill Road up to the 
former hospital site. 

New footpaths would be created to provide safer cross¬ 
ings with new pedestrian and cycle routes to Auckland 
Road. 

Officials are due to submit a revised planning appli¬ 
cation for up to 130 homes and NHS Property Services 
want to enter into an agreement to be able to buy the 
empty land once they have secured planning permission 
for the Ridge Hill transformation. 


Community 
face losing 
hundreds 
of officers 

HUNDREDS of Police Community Support 
Officers (PCSOs) are set to lose their job as 
West Midlands Police axes up to 2,500 of¬ 
ficers and civilian staff. 

The move will be part of a major shake up of 
neighbourhood policing that is expected to signal an 
end of police involvement in community events such 
as fetes. 

Around 2,000 officers, 
including the force’s 605 
PCSOs, who work on the 
programme have been 
warned they will no longer 
be shielded from the effects 
of the Government’s budget 
cuts. 

West Midlands Chief Con¬ 
stable Chris Sims said: “I do 
not think this is the end of 
the PCSO. It is a role that 
still has a lot to offer but 
there will be significantly 
fewer by 2020. 

“I cannot be precise about 
the numbers because this 
matter is still under review 
but we are not talking about 
ten or 20 posts. It will be in 
the hundreds. 

“This is certainly not 
what I would have wanted 
but we have already had to 
make £126m worth of cuts 
and face the prospect of sav¬ 
ing a further £120m over 
the next five years. 

Retreat 

“We have got to work in 
different ways to meet our 
key responsibility of public 
protection. 

“Neighbourhood policing 
has grown beyond what was 
originally intended. The 
PCSOs have been terrifi¬ 
cally successful but we must 
now retreat to the core of 
police work and concentrate 
on areas such as domestic 
abuse and child exploita¬ 
tion.” 

West Midlands Police 
Federation deputy chairman 
Tom Cuddeford said: “The 
next few years are going to 
be very worrying for police 
officers and staff. We are 
going to lose some excellent 
PCSOs. 


Booze thefts at store 

SAINSBURY’S has stepped up security at its store in 
Brierley Hill following a spate of alcohol thefts. 

Police have also increased patrols near the Withymoor 
store and the supermarket has increased the hours its own 
store security are on duty. Amblecote police neighbourhood 
team says there has been a significant increase in thefts 
from the store, mainly alcohol.

“The force has got to be 
open and honest with the 
public and say clearly what 
we can no longer do. Hope¬ 
fully other agencies can take 
those tasks on board. 

“It will be very sad to lose 
the interaction we get with 
the public through summer 
fetes and similar events 
but the chief can only work 
within the budget he is 
given.” 

Up to 2,500 West Midland 
Police officers and civilian 
staff are set to be axed in 
the next four years as the 
force battles to save a fur¬ 
ther £120m. 

It has already cut £126m 
from the budget and lost 
3,000 people from the pay¬ 
roll since 2010 meaning the 
overall strength is expected 
to fall by around 5,500 to 
8,000 in a decade. 

One estimate suggests 
this will include 1,800 police 
officers, achieved through 
natural wastage since they 
cannot be made redundant. 
The plan is the result of a 
£25m five year deal with 
consultancy firm Accenture 
launched last summer.

D-Day veterans are 
dying before getting 
medal from France 


Fizzogs fly flag at Fringe

DANCING grannies sensation The 
Fizzogs will be flying the flag for the 
Black Country this week when they 
take part in the Edinburgh Festival 
Fringe. 

The Dudley comedy act’s appear¬ 
ance comes hot on the heels of the 
group taking a leading role in this 
year’s Black Country Festival. 

And now the comedy act - who 
became an internet sensation with 
their dancing grannies routine - 
are heading north of the border as 
they appear for the first time in the 
Fringe, one of the world’s biggest 
theatre festivals. 

Their show, Fifty Shades of Fiz- 


zog, runs from this Friday to Au¬ 
gust 13. 

“We are going to represent the 
Black Country in Edinburgh,” said 
member Sue Hawkins. “It’s some¬ 
thing we have wanted to do for 
years and comes on the back of our 
dancing grannies video going viral 
on social media. There will be sing¬ 
ing, dancing and lots of laughs.” 

The group have been recognised 
for their work for the Black Coun¬ 
try Festival by Dudley Mayor Coun¬ 
cillor Steve Waltho, who presented 
the group with an engraved glass 
tankard and a framed certificate at 
a civic reception. 


MORE than a dozen D-Day veter¬ 
ans from across the Black Coun¬ 
try and Staffordshire, who were 
promised France’s highest mili¬ 
tary award for bravery, have died 
without receiving the medal. 

Last year, the French Government 
announced it would give the Legion 
d’Honneur to all surviving Normandy 
veterans. 

Only a fraction of the 3,000 servicemen 
who applied for medals have received them. 
Campaigners say the delay has meant vet¬ 
erans have died before they had chance to 
receive the medals. The veterans have an 
average age of 95 and are dying at a rate 
of 10 a week. 

The medal recognises heroism displayed 
by surviving veterans of the Normandy 
landings and campaigns to liberate France 
in 1944. It is not awarded posthumously. 

Campaigner Joy Widdowson said 11 
veterans from Wolverhampton and Staf¬ 
fordshire had died since French President 
Francois Hollande announced the medals 
would be awarded on June 6 last year. 

Funerals 

She said: “I’ve been to 11 funerals since 
then. This has taken far too long. The 
French Government made a promise, but 
a lot of veterans are questioning whether 
they will be around to receive the award. 
It is causing a great deal of distress. This 
needs to be sorted out as a matter of ur¬ 
gency.” 

Another campaigner, Hilary Brown, 
holds a database of veterans from the 
Black Country who are eligible to receive 
the medal. 

“If I ring one of them and they don’t an¬ 
swer the phone I always fear the worst,” 
said Mrs Brown, aged 61, of Kingswinford. 

“Some of these men, who thoroughly 
deserve to have their heroism recognised, 
won’t live to receive the award.” 

West Bromwich West MP Adrian Bailey 
says he has written to the Ministry of De¬ 
fence requesting they urge the French Gov¬ 
ernment to ‘act quickly’. 

The distribution of the medals has been 
blighted by red tape from day one. Initially 
the Ministry of Defence said it was short of 
manpower to process the applications. 

One the details were sent over to France 
they had to be translated, causing further 
delays. The French Embassy in London 
says the applications are now being prior¬ 
itised on age and health grounds. 


Takeaway boss 
faces £4k court 
bill over hygiene 


THE owner of a Chinese 
restaurant in Dudley has 
paid out more than £4,000 
after admitting hygiene 
breaches. 

Wei Keung Chiu, who 
runs Ken’s takeaway in Wol¬ 
verhampton Street, pleaded 
guilty to nine offences under 
the food hygiene regulations 
at Dudley Magistrates Court 
on July 30. 

Environmental health 
officers from Dudley Coun¬ 
cil inspected the takeaway 
premises in 2014 and found 
that the premises and equip¬ 
ment were dirty and not 
maintained in good condi¬ 
tion. They also found staff 
had not been provided with 


hand drying facilities, pest 
control procedures were 
inadequate and food safety 
hazards had not been as¬ 
sessed. 

The takeaway received a 
hygiene rating of one out of 
five. 

Magistrates imposed a 
fine of £2,025 and costs of 
£2,316.80 plus a victim sur¬ 
charge of £120. 

Councillor Rachel Harris, 
cabinet member for health, 
said: ““Nearly half of all 
food outlets in the borough 
are achieving the top hy¬ 
giene rating of five and the 
vast majority achieve a sat¬ 
isfactory rating of three or

a village’s bank 


A COUNCILLOR is urg¬ 
ing Barclays to re-think its 
plans to close a branch in 
Lower Gornal after more 
than 270 people backed a 
petition. 

The decision by Barclays 
to shut its premises in Zoar 
Street has angered many in 
the community. 

Councillor Dave Bran- 
wood, who organised the 
petition, said if the closure 
goes ahead customers would 
have a four-mile round trip 
to the next nearest branch, 
which is in Sedgley. 

He is urging bosses at 
Barclays to re-consider. He 
said: “This petition just goes 
to show how many local peo¬ 


ple rely on this branch and 
will find it difficult to travel 
to another. 

“I have been working hard 
with traders and residents 
to make sure the village is as 
good as it can be and I really 
don’t want to see the bank 
standing empty. 

“We led a successful cam¬ 
paign to save the Post Office 
on the Straits and I don’t 
see why the same can’t be 
done here.” 

He added: “Gornal has 
a bright future so I will be 
writing to the Chairman of 
Barclays Bank asking him 
to think again and I would 
encourage others do the 
same.”

Veteran rocker not 
going to fade away 



Exhilarating to hear Neil Young so focussed and furious on The Monsanto Years 


ALBUMS

VETERAN rocker Neil Young 
is opting to burn rather than 
fade away and is full of right¬ 
eous rage and indignation on 
his 36th album The Monsanto 
Years. 

Global corporations, particularly the 
one in the title, come in for fierce con¬ 
demnation over their impact on farm¬ 
ers and the planet in a series of songs 
linked by his ecological concerns. 

In LA band Promise of the Real, led 
by Willie Nelson’s sons Lukas and Mi- 
cah, he has got a backing band with 
the heft to make a blistering riffing ca¬ 
cophony to match his ire, on a par with 
his mighty backing band of yesteryear 
Crazy Horse. 

Some songs suffer because the 
message has come before the music, 
with lyrics squeezed in to make his 
point,and slip into slogans — Too big 
to fail, too rich for jail’— on Big Box. 
But it is exhilarating to hear Young 
sounding so focussed and furious. 

The stomping Workin’ Man is a high¬ 
light, as is People Want to Hear About 
Love, on which he states his case for 
protest. Meanwhile, Wolf Moon adds 
another lunar themed soothing ballad 
in the style of his classic Harvest Moon. 

The album is available with a 76-min¬ 
ute DVD containing in-studio perfor¬ 
mances and behind the scenes foot¬ 
age from the making of the album. 

Tame Impala, AKA Aussie psych 
pop sensation Kevin Parker, largely 
switches guitars for synths on his third 
album Currents. 

The songs still have Tame Impala 
hallmarks, such as wistful melancholy, 
sudden changes of gear and phasing, 
but Parker brings in elements of fried 
funk, a few expletives and synth pop 


akin to classic OMD or, more contem¬ 
porary, Daft Punk. 

Parker’s vocals are to the fore, of¬ 
ten delivered as a sweet falsetto but 
Currents has bitter elements befitting 
a break-up album. He also displays a 
more assured commercial touch, with 
Cause I’m A Man being one of the best 
pop tracks of the year, the best record 
Justin Timberlake should have made. 

A treasure trove for those interested 
in the beginnings of UK folk-rock, the 
Grapefruit label’s three CD set Dust On 
The Nettles (63 tracks clocking in at 
just under four hours) is, as it’s subtitle 
says, A Journey through the British 
Underground Folk Scene 1967-72. 
These were exciting times when the 
hippy scene overlapped with the folk 
clubs and festivals. Maybe potent sub¬ 
stances were sampled as the finger-in- 
the-ear folk scene took on psychedel¬ 
ic and world music influences, as the 
singer-songwriter scene was blooming. 

There are some familiar names here 
including Fairport Convention, Joan 
Armatrading, The Pentangle, recently 
rediscoverd Vashti Bunyan and Marc 
Bolan’s Tyrannosaurus Rex in pre-glam 


rock days. But the joy comes in dis¬ 
covering some choice rarities, several 
never released before. 

Serious seekers for obscure rock ‘n’ 
roll and Francophile music fans will find 
lots of Gallic delights on Various Art¬ 
ists album Vive Le Rock ‘n’ Roll: The 
Unruly World of French Rock ‘n’ Roll 
1956 to 1962. Put together by RPM In¬ 
ternational, a label dedicated to seek¬ 
ing out rare and iconic non-Anglo mu¬ 
sic, this 22-track set has lots of treats. 

Highlights include Twist A Saint- 
Tropez and Le Jour J by Les Chats 
Sauvages, Baby Let’s Play House and 
Sweet Little Sixteen by adopted Eng- 
lish-American Vince Taylor and his Play 
Boys, garage rocker Oh Les Filles! by 
Les Pingouins, the bonkers Gong- 
Gong by Danyel Gerard, and the accor- 
dian-propelled Rock Rock by Charles 
Verstraete. The 1956 track Rock and 
Roll Mops by Henry Cording and his 
Original Rock and Roll Boys, co-written 
by Michel Legrand, lays claim to being 
France’s first rock record. A minus 
point is that the greatest of all French 
rockers, Johnny Hallyday, is represent¬ 
ed by two poor quality recordings.

“All I could see was flames licking up at my 
windows. 

Frightening 

“It was very frightening and I think we were 
minutes away from the fire catching our house. 

“We could’ve easily lost the back bedroom. 
At the time you deal with it but afterwards you 


sit and think and realise how close you could’ve 
been.” 

Another neighbour, who did not want to be 
named, said the flames were higher than the 
rows of houses in the street. She said: “I heard 
crackling and banging and it sounded like some¬ 
thing was crashing down on the street. When I 
got downstairs I could see the flames reflected in 
the windows of the houses opposite. You could 
see how high the flames were, they were right 
over the house.” 

The fire service sent three engines to the in¬ 
cident, the cause of which was still unknown.

W hat do Steptoe and Son, Last 
of the Summer Wine, The 
Liver Birds, Up Pompeii, Till 
Death Do Us Part and Are You Being 
Served? have in common? 

Well, in addition to being among 
some of the best-loved and most 
successful sitcoms in the BBC 
archives, they all started life as 
episodes of Comedy Playhouse. 

The anthology, which aired 
between 1961 and 1975, featured 
one-off comedy pilots, with the best- 
received being turned into full series. 

Of course, not every episode went 
on to be a fondly remembered classic 
- Shamrot, On the Knocker, or 
Barnaby Spoot and the Exploding 
Whoopee Cushion, anyone? - but 
the hit rate was high enough for the 
BBC to revive the format last year 
with three more pilots. 

And now one of them, Miller’s 
Mountain, has been renamed 
Mountain Goats and give a six-part 
run - and some may think that given 
the Comedy Playhouse track record, 
it’s got a lot to live up. 

Luckily, the signs are promising as 


the new series does have a great 
cast in its favour, including Sharon 
Rooney, who is probably best known 
for her acclaimed performance as 
troubled Rae in E4’s My Mad Fat 
Diary. 

She’s certainly enjoying her latest 
role, especially as it’s provided her 
with a change of pace. 

She told Radio Times: “Comedy 
has been nice to do because My Mad 
Fat Diary was quite emotional. I don’t 
think I’ve ever laughed so much on a 
job. They gave us an outtake video 
and we’re laughing on it the whole 
time.” 

Hopefully, the audience will be just 
as amused. For those who missed 
the pilot, the series is described by 
the BBC as “an energetic studio 
sitcom set around the antics of a 
ragtag group of Mountain Rescue 
volunteers. Set in the Highlands, the 
series takes us from pub to hillside as 
our ramshackle family try to save 
walkers, climbers, dogs and, most 
often, themselves.” 

In particular, it focuses on the 
young, enthusiastic, and more than a 


little naive Connor (Kevin Mains), who 
has just joined the team. He’s 
learning under the supposedly 
watchful eye of Jimmy (Jimmy 
Chisholm), who is an old hand - 
although organisation is not his strong 
point. 

Other characters include Bernie 
(Kathryn Howden), the team’s head 
of operations, and Jules (Rooney), a 
no-nonsense barmaid - in fact, one 
of the most striking aspects of the 
pilot was that for a show about 
mountain rescue, a surprising amount 
of the action took place in the a pub. 

We’re promised some location 
filming in the series proper, so we 
may get a better sense of the great 
outdoors. 

In this first episode, Conor 
continues to learn the ropes, but his 
mum isn’t particularly happy about his 
new career _ and no wonder, given 
that Jimmy proves he can’t really be 
trusted with his own safety after he 
burns his house down. 

Is Conor’s first rescue mission 
going to be finding a new home for 
his fellow rescuer?
